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Cheaper photocopies promised

Students may not have to pay the 
library’s increased photocopy costs 
if a new plan for cheaper machines 
on campus goes through. 

ThcStudcnls’ Socictyof McGill 
University (SSMU) and the 
Political Science Students’ 
Association (PSSA) arc working 
on ways to beat the increased cost 
of photocopying at McGill. The 
SSMU is considering installing 
photocopiers in the University 
Centre that charge five cents, while 
the PSSA is continuing to 
photocopy readings at a reduced 
price. 

On September 1, the price ol 
making photocopies was raised 
from five cents to ten for coin users, 
and five cents to seven cents for 
debit card users. 

In a previous interview, Director 
of Libraries Eric Ormsby said the 
profit from photocopiers goes 
towards maintaining the machines. 
His memo also said the increase 
would ‘‘discourage indiscriminate

additional course materials charge, 
and by asking for letters of protest 
from campus faculty society 
presidents. 

The SSMU is now looking into 
buying from three to five 
photocopiers forstudents’ use. The 
machines would charge five cents 
per copy, and be placed in the 
University Centre. 

SSMU Comptroller, Jon 
Shifman, is preparing a study to 
report on the feasibility of the idea. 
Maria Battaglia, SSMU VP 
University Affairs, said she hoped 
to present a projected cost at the 
next council meeting September 
26. She said she would like to have 
a decision by the end of the 
semester. 

Battaglia said the study is a 
direct result of the price increase on 
McGill photocopiers. 

According to PSSA President 
Jason Copping, the increased price 
in photocopying also prompted the 
PSSA to continue its program to 
save students money by making 



cheap photocopies ot course 
material. 

For a third year, PSSA 
volunteers gathered course 
readings usually found on library 
shelves or at the reserve desk. The 
course material was then 
photocopied and bound at a private 
copier, for five cents a page. 

The PSSA sold the bound 
photocopies, made for four 
political science courses, back to 
students. Some of the photocopied 
books arc sold at cost, while others 
have up to a two dollar mark-up. 
‘‘Even with this mark-up, students 
arc still saving money," said 
Copping. 

Battaglia said she would 
consider operating the 
photocopiers at a small loss 
because dicy are an excellent 
service for students. 

Copping said the PSSA’s 
photocopying service benefits 
many people. It saves students time 
and money, makes lines at the 
library's photocopiers shorter. 



SSMU boycotted

The three regular Post 
Graduate Students Society (PGSS) 
representatives on Students 
Society council were 
conspicuously absent from the 
council meeting last Tuesday. 
According to PGSS president Lee 
Iverson, their absence was part of 
an ongoing council meeting 
boycott initiated by PGSS. 

The protest was launched last 
semester in response to SSMU’s 
continued refusal to grant the PGSS 
cither more influence on the 
council or autonomy. 

"It’s not just die PGSS dial 
wants out of Student’s Society,” 
says Iverson, “that just obscures the 
issue. It’s the graduate students 
themselves who want out. As the 
executive of PGSS, we represent 
those concerns to SSMU," he said. 

The PGSS has struggled to 
assertitsclfinSSMUsinccthcylost 
autonomy through a Senate 
decision in 1960. Says Iverson, 
"The whole structure of the 
Students Society council limits 
graduate student representation. 
We gel three votes, the same as the 
Arts faculty docs, and that’s all. 
Graduates haven't had a 
representative on the executive, the 
real dcscision-making body of 
SSMU, for years. We arc outvoted 
on everything we try to do," said 



Iverson. 

“Graduates make up 25 per 
cent of McGill’s student 
population, and we arc treated like 
just another faculty," he said. When 
it is pointed out that the Arts faculty 
also represents 25 per cent of the 
student population, and have an 
equal number of votes, Iverson is 
quick to point out that the real 
difference lies in the fact that Arts 
shares concerns with other 
undergraduate faculties, whereas 
graduates stand alone. 

“Undergraduates don’t know 
what graduate student life is all 
about," says Iverson. "Graduates 
have been both undergraduates and 
graduates, and we’re fairly 
confident that wc know our 
interests arc not at all similiar". 

Post Graduates want to leave 
SSMU for both political and 
economic reasons. Graduates pay 
72 per cent of what a full lime 
undergrad pays in student society 
fees, while a PGSS survey shows 
that undergrads use student society 
services 2.5 limes as often as 
graduates. 

“A large part of what student 

society has to offer involves the 

ballroom, four floors parties, things 

like Gen’s beer bashes. The 

graduates have Thompson house to 

provide that sort of tiling, and we’re 

already paying them a substantial 

sum." „ . „

Students protest strategic studies: 

Military at Concordia 



MONTREAL (CUP)— 
Concordia University may be 
hiring a political science professor 
with grant money from the 
Department of National Defence 
(DND), despite student protest 

The grants, part of DND’s 
“Military and Strategic Studies 
Program," arc worth between 
$75,000 and SI 00,000 per year, for 
a term of three to five years. 

This year, Concordia may apply 
for the grant. 

“The program will develop 
young minds for recruitment in the 
Defence Ministry,” said Martin 
Tomkin, Director of Public Policy 
with the Department of National 
Defence.

But Concordia students voted to 
declare the university a “military 
free zone" in a 1984 referendum. 
The referendum covered military 
research and recruitment on 
campus. 

“This is not something 
Concordia should be involved in,” 
said Andrew Madsen Concordia 
student council co-prcsidcnL “It is 
very ugly and not appropriate.” 
Madsen said underfunding often 
forces universities to accept 
“We arc hoping to become the 
main centre for strategic studies in 
Québec,” said Henri Habib, the 

“tainted money." 



But according to Habib, the 
Department of National Defence 
would have no control over 
Concordia’s program. “We would 
be autonomous,” he said. 

Paul Noble, head of McGill’s 
Political Science Department, said 
he would like to sec a Strategic 
Studies Program at McGill. 

“This is an area which we’ve 
been weak in for a while," he said. 
Noble said his department has no 
plans to apply for a grant from DND 
this year. 

He added McGill would have to 
control the hiring of the professor, 
or else it would not accept the grant 
money. 

“I don’t think there’s anything 
sinister about it, or at least I haven’t 
heard anything sinister about it,” he 
said. 

The DND funds strategic 
studies programs in ten Canadian 
universities. 

Dalhousie, Université de Laval, 
Queen’s, York, University of 
British Columbia and University of 
Calgary receive $100 000 a year 
each. Acadia University, 
Université de Montréal, University 
of Manitoba and Carlcton each 
receive $75 000. 

Four more universities will 
receive funding through the 
strategic studies program by the 
end of 1989.

Research costs

Last year, McGill researchers 
brought more money in the form 
of grants and fellowships into the 
university than ever before. Such 
post-graduate success brings 
with it a high cost to 
undergraduate education. The 
indirect costs of research carried 
by the university will amount to 
more than 40 percent of the $1 1 1 
million in grants received, or 
aboul$41 million. Thatcost alone 
is almost enough to cover 
McGill’s $55 million deficit. 

“The thing to remember is that 
underfunding only accentuates 
problems that are already there. 
Underfunding is important, but 
where we choose to direct the 
funds that we already have 
matters also," said PGSS 
president Lee Iverson. 

McGill administrators argue 
that the expense helps maintain 
McGill's reputation as a 
world-class university. “Our 
reputation depends not on 
teaching at all— zero, in fact — 
but on research," said VP 
Research Gordon Maclachlan. 

Research income for 1987-88 
was up 18.7 per cent from last 
year. This funding costs the 
university in everything from 
clerical assistance to space to 
specialized technology. By 
contrast, in theU.S.,all overhead 
costs arc paid for by government 
grants. 



A McGill Planning Office 
report issued in July recommends 
that provincial research grants 
cover the indirect costs of 
research. Estimates made by the 
Canadian Association of 
Business Officers (CABO) put 
these costs at 50 per cent of the 
grant awarded. A Cornell 
University survey of 113 
universities in the United States 
found similiar results. 

Less than three per cent of all 
research funding is awarded to 
McGill’s Faculty of Arts, while 
the Faculties of Medicine, 
Enginccringand Science together 
receive roughly 84 per cent of the 
total. 

Maclachlan has called 
research the primary goal of 
McGill. In an interview with the 
Gazette in 1986 he said, “We hire 
people on the basis of their 
overwhelming potential as 
researchers. Many other 
universities want people who can 
leach. Thai’s second in our 
priorities.” 

“The only reason that 
underfunding hurts the 
undergraduates is the priorities 
within the university,” said 
Iverson. “The cost of research is 
so high, and there are limited 
funds at the university, so things 
like an Arts education, or most 
undergraduate programs, arc hurt 
most."

shelters and various minority groups, llic 
response has not been favorable and the 
participants continue to be mostly white, 
middle-class, anglophone university 
students.

One night of protest won’t lessen sexual 
violence against women. But this didn’t 
stop die more than 300 or so women who 
took to the streets September 16 in the 
annual Take Back the Night (Femmes Sans 
Peur) march. 

Solidarity was the theme of the 
candlelight procession of women 
marching, chanting, singing and screaming 
down Rue Saint-Denis. Most onlookers 
voiced their support, and a few left the 
sidewalks to join the crowd. 

“Of course there’s no immediate 
impact," said Elaine Sher, President of the 
Coalition of Women of Montréal, and one 
of the march’s organizers, "But the point of 
the march is to bring public awareness [of 
the issue of violence against women] and 
to have a night for women to unite. This is 
our night." 

"This is one of the few times we can 
walk the streets without fear," said Gail 
Monroe, a participant in the march. Her 
friend Laura said, "We’re tired of violence 
against us on the streets, at home, 
everywhere." 



Women in 

shelters arc living this,” she said. “They arc 
too close to being victims themselves. Poor 
women focus on community type issues.” 

She cited growing apadiy among 
students as the reason for the low turnout. 
“Women just need to open their eyes to 
what’s happening out there," added 
Shauna. 

“The problem is not the laws, it’s the 
altitudes,” said Sher. “As long as women 
arc portrayed the way they arc in the 
media, then people will continue to think 
that violence against women is acceptable 
behavior." She added dial the march’s role 
in keep the issue of violence “front and 
center in the community" is reason enough 
to keep organizing and trying to expand it. 

Statistics show that violence against 
women is gelling worse. The Canadian 
Advisory Council on the Status of 
Women’s 1981 report shows dial from 
1969 to 1981 the number of reported rapes 
increased by 151 percent. The 1985 report 
stated dial a sexual assualt occurs every six 
minutes, and one in every six women will 
be sexually assaulted by the age of 

I eighteen. As always, these figures arc only 
based on reported assaults, accounung for 
only about 10 percent of actual incidents. 



According to Sher, “Although the 
candlelight march is visually beautiful, the 
march is about protest, not pro-victim, 
martyred silence." 

Shauna, a marshall from die Concordia 
Women’s Collective, said she’s been 
"saving up rage for a week" to let it out at 
the march and at the womcn-only Victory 
Dance afterwards. "It’s a safe place for 
women to scream,” she said. 

Pardcipants felt it was important that 
the march be for women only. The few 
men participating were asked to march in 
the back, and women volunteered to be 
marshalls so die marchers would not have 
to be directed by the all male police escort,

Construction of 
the ramp was originally to have 
been completed by September 1, 
1988. 

The ramp’s design was delayed 
this summer when the architect 
student council had hired to design 
the ramp, quit in order to take a 
higher paying job. Most recently, 
last minute revisions of the design 
by council delayed the bids, which 













of a cafeteria, bookstore and 
hockey rink are still laden with 
asbestos.

SASKATOON (CUP): 
University of Saskatchewan 
students and staff are being 
exposed to illegally high levels of 
asbestos, says a Canadian Union of 
Public Employees (CUPE) official. 

According to Jacquie Toyne, 
Occupational Health and Safety 
chair for CUPE, the carcinogenic 
insulation is still in use at the 
university, despite a Department of 
Labour order to remove it in 1986. 

“I am worried that our 
(university) members and the 
public arc in danger because of the 
university’s failure to obey the 
law," said Toyne. She said the walls

Hygiene Unit of the Occupational 
Health and Safety Branch. 

He said inspectors also reported 
there is no program in place to 
inform workers about problem 
areas. Toyne said members have 
never been told where the asbestos 
is located nor warned about dust 
during clean-up operations. The 
union represents the university’s 
support staff of 1700. 

The university’s Occupational 
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Health and Safc.y Officer Brian 
Beech refused to comment, saying 
the problem should be solved 
internally and not through the 
press. 

Suzanne Simard, director of the 
Asbestos Institute in Montréal, said 
workers should be informed of 
health hazards.

Federal legislation guaranteeing 
the right of employees to 
information about hazardous work 
environments will take effect in 
October. 
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"Considering that the effects of 
asbestos, a carcinogen; don’t 
become visible until approximately 
20 years after the exposure, it’s 
imperative that employers keep 
logs of employees who work in 
these areas, "she said. “More 
importantly, under the current 
federal guidelines, there is no safe 
limit of exposure.”

TORONTO (CUP): The author 
of the controversial book Linda 
Frum's Guide to Canadian 
Universities has struck again with a 
recently published article, “Reach 
for the Mediocre", which contends 
that Canadian post-secondary 
education has dropped below 
international academic standards 
of excellence, and that most 
universities arc “soulless and 
alienating." 

The piece, published in this 
month’s Saturday Night , calls the 
universities of Toronto, Manitoba, 
Regina, Windsor and Laurentian a 
“national disgrace.” Frum’s 
suggested solution is to limit access 
to a good post-secondary 
education to a privileged elite. 

University officials are already 
attacking Frum’s research. "Linda 
Frum’s article is as ill-documented 
as possible. I’m fed up with 
journalism that deals in 
generalizations and blanket 
statements. The article is bullshit," 
said David Klausner, acting 
director of the University of 
Toronto’s Medieval Studies 
department 

U of T president George Connell 
called the article "a worthless piece 
of journalism.” 

Frum called the University of 
Toronto “the most tragically 
wasted opportunity in Canadian 
education." 

The author isn’t surprised by all

According to Terry Johnston, 
liaison officer at U of T’s 
Association of Part-time 
Undergraduate Students, the article 
is anecdotal and unsubstantiated. 

A 1984 Report of the Task Force 
on the Student Experience 
compiled by the university’s 
Faculty of Arts and Science showed 
that 42 percent of students fell 
alienated. But according to 
Johnston, methods used to obtain 
the results were unscientific. The 
information was compiled from 
randomly distributed 

questionnaires and open forums. 
Only 800 were returned. 

Frum dismisses complaints 
about her research methods, 
suggesting that they are a defensj ve 
and easy form of attack. 

“I feel better already. It’s very 
hard to get figures on student 
satisfaction. I feel that the surveys I 
cited were extremely comparable. 
If people arc criticizing me on these 
points then I feel I’m in pretty good 
shape. I think it (the article) stands 
on its own." 

Frum said in her article that the 
solution to university problems 
included restricting accessibility 
and hiking tuition fees. 

According to Klausner, Frum 
doesn’t address the root problem of 
Canadian universities: government 
underfunding.

John Turner sat down in the House of 
Commons this summer to a standing 
ovation from the Liberal caucus. He had 
just finished dcvlcivcring a blistering 
attack on the Canada/U.S. Free Trade 
agreement, his hour-long speech was 
peppered with phrascs'like "a sellout of 
Canadian sovereignty" and "a U.S. 
economic colony" fighting words to the 
American corporate sector which strongly 
supports the deal. 

But in a boardroom more than three 
thousand miles away, one group of 
American executives wasn’t worried about 
Turner’s burst of nationalism.

After Turner resigned as Finance 
Minister from Pierre Trudeau's cabinet in 
1975, he made a well-publicized retreat 
from the political sector to the more 
lucrative confines of Bay Street. During 
these years, he remained in the public eye 
and consistently outpollcd the Prime 
Minister in popularity. He was repeatedly 
touted by the media as Trudeau’s likely 
successor. 

It was about this time that Turner came 
to the attention of the giant San Franicsco 
based conglomerate, Bechtel Corporation. 
Bechtel President George Schultz called 
his old friend Turner in 1979 (the two met 
when they served together on the IMF in 
the early 1970s) and offered him a job as a 
director of Bechtel’s Canadian subsidiary, 
Bechtel Can. For the next five years, 
Turner travelled the globe for Bechtel, 
using his influence to win the company 
many contracts. 

Since its humble origins in 1898 as a 
small railway construction firm, Bechtel 
has evolved into the wort’s largest 
construction and engineering 
multinational. A glance at the company's 
highly cffcclivbe corporate strategy reveals 
how they attained this position. 

As a private corporation, Bechtel is not 
obliged to disclose details of its operations 
to anyone. As current President Stephen 



The Saudi pipeline helped the company 
consolidate immense political influence in 
the middle east, where their long-standing 
relations with Arab countries have been the 
subject of much controversy. Follwoing 
World War II, Bcchytel acted as the chief 
lobbyist for Saudi ARasbia in the United 
Stales. Since then, numerous charges of 
anii-semilism have been levelled against 
the company be employees and the 
Anti-Defamation League, who claim 
Bechtel discriminates aginst Jewish 
workers to appease their Arab clients,

Although Bechtel has maintained 
extremely close ties to every President 
since Eisenhower, the election of Ronald 
Reagan vaulted the company overnight 
into a position which makes it arguably the 
most powerful corporation in the world. 

At some point during the 1980 election, 
the Boys from Bechtel got together and 
decided to elect thcmsleves a President the 
company’s sophisticated political machine 
quietly went into gear. Only $61 900 was 
donated through Bechtel's own Political 
Action Committee but millions more were 
added into the coffers through various 
find-raising committees affiliated with the 
company. William Casey, a Bechtel 
corporate lawyer, was named Reagan’s 
campaign manager. 

As Governor of California, Reagan had 
proved extremely sympathetic to Bechtel, 
extending the company numerous low 
interest loans and grants and relaxing 
corporate tax laws to enable it to reap 
immense profits. Soon after Reagan's 
landslide victory, a whole slew of 
Bcchtclites were off to Washington. 
Among them were:

Bechtel once said: "There’s no reason for 
the public to hear of us. We're not selling 
anything to the public." Despite the veil of 
secrecy, however, the company has found 
it difficult to avoid the spotlight. 

In 1949 the Syrian government was 
posing an obstacle to Bechtel's huge Saudi 
Arabian pipeline project, scheduled to 
cross through Syria. Shortly thcraflcr, the 
government was overthrown in a coup and 
replaced by a military dictatorship, which 
immediately granted approval to Bechtel's 
pipeline. According to American State 
Department documents, an unidentified 
multinational engineered the Syrian coup, 
the U.S. minister to Saudi Araba, J. Rives 
Childs, later identified the multinational as 
Bechtel International. 



•Caspar Wciinbcrger, who was 
appointed Secretary of Defense. It wasn’t 
long before Weinberger was arguing for 
the sale of AW AC planes to Saudi Arabia, 
one of Bechtel’s biggest clients. The 
company soon picked up billions of dollars 
of government defense contrats, including 
a huge research and development project 
for the Pentagon’s ICBM program. 

•Casey, who was appointed Director of 
the CIA. He followed in the footsteps of 
two other former Bcchtclites, Richard 
Helms and John McCone. 

•W. Kenneth Davis, who was appointed 
Deputy Secretary of Energy. Davis was 
one of the firmest advocates of nuclear 
energy in the Reagan administration. 
Understandable when you realize he was 



formerly Bechtel’s Vice President for 
Nuclear Devlcopmcnt. Soon after he was 
appointed by REagan, he led a high-level 
U.S. delegation to Mexico in order to win 
contracts for Amcricna firms including 
Bechtel to build two nuclear-powered 
plants Mexico planned to erect b y the end 
of the decade. 

•And, of course, Schultz himself who 
took over th epost of Secretary of State 
after Alexander Haig’s untimely departure 
in 1982. 

In a telephone interview from company 
headquarters in San Francisco, Bechtel 
spokesperson Rick Laubschcr denied the 
company attempts to exert influence by 
placing its members in high places. 

“People who do more than look at these 
things with a conspiratorial bent realise 
there is less here limn meets the eye," he 
said. 



Bechtel Canada was established in the 
mid-1960s as a wholly owned subsidiary. 
Its first president, Bruce Wilson, quit in 
1969, citing a conflict between his duties 
as an officer and his feelings as a Canadian 
nationalist. According to Wilson, “Bechtel 
worked within the rules of the game but 
the game was not in Canada’s interest." 

Bechtel Can. appears to have stretched 
those rules in the early 1970s when it 
acquired the contract to build the James 
Bay Hydroelectric project. According to a 
1982 Maclean' s Magazine report, Bechtel 
met secretly with three Québec crown 
corporations to sign a contract ensuring die 
company control of the project. No other 
bids were even considered. The project 
turned into one of the biggest disasters in 
Québec history with millions of dollars in 
cost overruns, corruption, riots and labour 
unrest. It wasn’t until afterwards that it was 
revealed that Bechtel hah a sliding 
fee-scale arrangement whereby it would 
increase its profits if costs increased. 

From 1979 until he was elected Liberal 
leader in 1984, John Turner worked 
tirelessly on bchal of Bechtel Canada. 
According to Turner’s Communications 
Director, Raymong Heard, however, his 
acitons as a private lawyer are irrelevant. 
“His opposition to this diastcrous U.S./ 
Canada trade agreemtn should give a clear 
indicailon of where he stands,” Heard told 
the Link. “There is such a thing as guilt by 
association but that’s not proof of 
anything." 

But a passage from Senator Keith 
Davcy’s 1986 book, The Rainmaker, 
indicates that Turner retained his loyalty to 
the company even after he became Prime 
Minister in 1984. Davcy, who was 
Turner’s campaign manager, recalls a 
meeting of the campaign committee 
towards the end of the 1984 campaign to 
discuss a speech dealing with peace issues. 
The committee, including Turner, agreed 
to include a complete rejection of Canadian

involvement in the American Star Wars 
system. At the last minute, Turner excused 
himself, saying, “I think I had belter check 
first with George Schultz," When he 
returned, he had ’changed his mind’ and th 
Star Wars rejection was omitted form the 
speech. Bechtel has a number of direct and 
indirect links to Star Wars contyracts. 

The concep of corporate puppeteers is 
hadly a novelty in Canadian politics but 
usually the strings are made in Canada. 
Pierre Trudeau had hsi strings pulled by 
Paul Dcsmarais and the Bronfmans while 
Mulroncy is safely in the pocket of 
financier Conrad Black, who is suspected 
of chaning the Prime Minister’s tune on 
free trade. 

The prospect of a Canadian Prime 
Minister doing the bidding of an American 
multinational should serve to bring back 
memories of another Liberal leader, 
Mackenzie King, who worked as a labour 
lawyer for the Rockefellers before he 
entered politics. When King became Prime 
Minister, he retained close tics to the 
family business, giving them virtually 
unlimited access to Canadian oil lands and 
other natural resources.

PGSS found last semester that 
secession was almost impossible to 
achieve. In a last ditch attempt, 
graduates applied lo Senate to 
overrule SSMU and allow them to 
withdraw.
